But as the ſ#» is no leſs glorious in # ſelf, whe 
Jabouring under the darkeſt Ecclipſe, nor leave 
his wonted courſe, for all the clouds and' va 
pours thar flie in his face : So neither was ou 
Charls leſs great and admirable under the moſt 
fatall Ecclipfes of his glory, nor leſs conſtant 
and unwearied in all the royall Offices of a 
King, when the clouds and vapours of calumn 
and ſedition endeavored moft to obſcure anc 
darken his brightneſle. 
 'As he wasa lover of Peace, he was no leflc 
valiant in mar, if we confeſlſe at leaſt valout 
conſiſts not onely in doing, but-alſo in ſuffering 
As he was moderate in proſperity , lo was he'cou 
regious and patient in adverſity : Dis virtue 
courage and Chriſtian patience having carried 
him with an unwearied courſe through bo 
the Hemiſpheres of proſperity and 4dverty, com: 
paſling (as I may ſay) the whole glove of bes 
n FO ns, ; wh. | ors

fortunes, and rendring him an unparalleld pat- 
tern of ſuch vertues, as were formerly undiſ- 
covered to the world, and had ſtill remained as 
2 Terra incopnitato all other Princes, had nor 
his ad miravle example taught them, and all o- 
thers, that no C-oſs is too heavy for a Chriſtian 
reſolution, nor any difficulty too hard for ver- 
rue to conquer. / 

On the Sepulcher of Poſſenins Niger was pla- 
ced this Epitaph, Here licth Poſ. Niger, an an- 
tient Roman, who 1n merit was equal with the 
virtuous, but in misfortune exceeded the moſt 
unfortunate. We may affix the ſame with very 
little alteration to the Statue of Charles the firſt, 
ſecond Monarch cf Great Britain, That he was 
equa] 10 merit with the moſt virtzous, but in 
misfortunes exceeding the moſt unfortunate: Yet 
did the brightneſs ot his virtue ſhine though, 
and his piety gild and enamel the darkeſt clouds 
of his afflict.ons , baffling all the daring miſts 
of malice andeavy, and converting them in- 
to well-placed ſhadows, whicl#rendred his Pi- 
ture more lively and admirable. 

Na;uralifts write of a precious ſtone called 
Carannias, that it is found onely in a day of 
thunder, gliſtering when the Sky is overcaſt 
with darkaeſs: {ſuch are the virtues of fairh, 
hope, charity, patience, and magnanimity of Charles, 
which perhaps had never {o gloriouſly appear- 
ed, had not the darkzefs of his tortane brought 
them ro /iphr : and being like winter flowers 
produced berwcen ſtorms and tempeſts, and 
grown up like the noble Palm under the pref- 
lures of weights and burthens, -

It is Recorded to the honour of the Roman 
Scipio eA fricanzs, and will be to the glory of | 
our Evgliſh Charls, that he had rather ſave one | 
friend, than kill a thouſand enemies, Burt ro ſuch | 
a height were o#r ſins, and the guilty malice of | 
ſome particular men amounted, that rendred 
all his Royal endeayours and tenders of Peace | 
unfortunate and fruitlefle ; So true is that 
obſcrvation of the grave Tacitus, Inviſs ſemel | 
principe, ſeu male, ſeu bene_faita premiunt : A | 
Prince once diſtaſted is ever ſuſ{pefted, and his X 
ations miſconſtrued ; it then appearing plain- | 
ly, that whatever pretentions palliated the de- | 
s, ſigns | 
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Gigns of ſome, yet their intentions terminated itt 
a Nelumnus hunc regnare ; nor was it hard to pro- 
phecie that ſuch Rec»ſants then would in time 
appear ——_— : and ſome there were, who 
though they could not but admire Cbarles, yet 
they hated the King. LS 
Others there were who too well knew the 
Maxime of their Country man Machiavel, that 
a ſucceſſion of two or three virtuous Princes worketh 
ſtrangeeffeits, and therefore feared to be art the 
colt of the experimeur, leſt it might have pro- 
ved to have been at no cheaper rate than the 
ruine of their deſign, the erefting of their Babel 
of confuſion, thereby to make way for their 
Catholick Moxarch, Bur to their wonder and 
their envy, when all his forces were defcated, 
and his {word faln out of his hands, Charles 
alone maintains the Combat, and ſingly duets 
(like another «Athanaſivs) the whole world, in 
defence of his {ſcience and Religion, which 
were all the wealth his ſhipwrackrt tortuce had 
left him, and which, mauere the malice of his 
fate, he carried ſafe to ſhore. 
The victories he then gained will remain as 
Ecernal Trophies of bis honour, and undenia- 
ble arguments of his vaſt abilities in matters of 
Controver fie : Let his Conference with the Mar- 
queſs of Warceſter, the papers which paſled be- 
ewixt his $S. Majeſty and Mr. Henderſon, and 
thoſe other with the Aſinifters in the 1ſle-of 
Wight, teſtific how great a Maſtcr he was of rea« 
{cn, how wellread in the Fathers; the Councils, 
Ecclefgaftical Hiſtory, and the cuttoms of the 
Church inall Ages. By all which it will plain-

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Iy appear that he was as wellthe ſcho/ar, as the 


Son'of K. James, by whom he was ſo well in- 
ſtructed inthe-controverſies of Religion, that 


3 when he was ins pain, D. Maw, and D. rex, 


two of his Chaplains beins appointed to fol- 
low after, came to K. Fames to know his-plea- * 
ſure and commands : the King adviſed them #% 
not to put themſelves upon any unneceſſary } 
Diſputations, but to be onely on the defenſive 
part, if they ſhould be challenged ; and when 
it was an{wered that there could be no reaſon 
to engage in ſuch diſputations, where there 
could be no Moderator, the King replied, tha® 
Charles ſhould moderate between them and the 
oppoſite party, At which, when one'of them 
{cemed to ſmile on the other, the King pro- 
cecded, and told rhem, that Charls ſhould ma- 
_Dage a point in Controverhie with the beſt Stu- 
died Divine of themall. He was wirhqur que— 
ſtion Maſter of an / mperial pen ; His E agles fea- 
thers (upon all occaſions) devoured his adver- 
{aries gooſe-quils, and infinitely recompenced 
the impediment of his ſpeech, with the advan- 
tage of an inimitable ftyle. . 

Spartianus reports of Trajas, that after bis 
death he triumphed openly in the City of Rome, 
1n imagine, ina hvely Statue, or Repreſentati- 
on, invented by Adries tor that purpoſe, Bur 
Charles trinmphs more nobly in his Royal Por- 
traifture, drawnby himſelf, with ſuch curious 
lines, and liveiy colours, as no hand but his 
own could draw. There 1s he ſeated more slo- 
riouſly than ever he was on his Royal Throne, 
Or in his Reyal Robes ; there ſhall he live and 

reign,

reign,and be as immortal as his enemies malice. 
Never was devotion clad ina. more rich, or 
more modeſt dreſs. There doth he make it ap- 
pear that his ſoul was free and unconfin'd, 
though his body were a priſoner, and that he 
could exerciſe the office of a Prieſt, when he 
was deprived of that of a King, Such was the 
power of his noble and commanding Soul, c- 
ven then, that he made his Conquerors his cap» 
tives, and ſubdued the hearts of thoſe to love 
him, who had deprived him of all other wea- 
—_— | 

Such was the Princely carriage of Francis the 
Firſt, King of Fraxce, that he thereby ſo won 
upon the: hearts of Bxrbon, and the reſt of his 
enemies, to whom he was a priſoner, that they 
honoured him with no lefſe obſervancy, than 
if he had been on the rop of his profperity : and 
Homer much commends his #!yſſes, that when 
by ſhipwrack he was caſt on ſhore, hc had no- 
thing ro commend him bur his carriage. Had 
Homer had Charls tor his ſubje&, or ( harls Hi=

ſpace of five dayes; it was granted, ſhe came.

Go take the King, aud 
kill him - and ſoby one venturous ſtep climbed 


up to a ſctled ſtate of Imperial Governmear. 
[ leavethe parallel to the readers thoughts, and 
S0 on to obſerve what is truly obſervable, that 
notwithſtanding the matural impediment of the

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Kings Speech, God at this time of his extremi- - 
ty {o looſed his tongue, that he delivered his 
thoughts withour the leaſt tammering or he- 
fitation ; cnough to have convinced any but a 
Pilar, and a Furie of Jewes, thatby 'that mira- 
cle God ſeeme4 to ſay to them, in the language 
of that dumb man, Rex eff, ne occide. Butit 
was PE enough to them to cut off that . 
head, that it wore three Ctowns. A thing {o 
ſtrange and unheard of before our times, that. 
though they made a Preſident, they could ne- 
ver find an Exemple for it in all the Hiftories of 
| the world. So ſacred and inviolable was the 
Perſon of the Prince amongſt the Romans, that 
when Nero (made valiant by his own fear) ran 
himſelf through, Epaphrodirus his Secretary, at 
his requeſt, helping to diſpatch him the ſooner, 
for that ſervice was afterwards put to death by 
Domitian, who thought ir not meet to ſuffer a- 
ny man to live, who had in any fort lent his 
hand ro the death of a Prince. 

e The Kings of Perz were fo reverenced by 
their ſubje&s, and ſo faithfully ſerved; that 
never any of their ſubje&ts were found guilty 
of Treaſon. Indeed the people of Nicer gue 
in eAmerica, had no law for the killer of a King, 
' but it was for the ſame reaſon that Solon ap- 
pointed none for a mans killing of his Father ; 


both of them conceiting that men were not fo... 
unnatural,as to commit ſuch crimes. But ſuch is 
the miſcrable condition of Princes, as ihe Em- - 
peror Domitian complained, that they cannot be 
credited touching a Conſpiracy, plainly detelFed, mn- 
tl they be firft ſlain, More ſtrange and (ad it 1s, 


that 
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that men. ſhould commitr murther wiItn the 
fword of 7ftice, and treaſon execute juſtice as a 
malefaftor. Such aCtions ſeldome want their 
reward, and many times receive it from the 
Aors own bands.- gs - 
It is the obſervation of {a»ſabir in his Anno 
rations Upon Sxegoxirs, that all rbey who con- 
pired againſt Ceſar, ſlew themſelves with the 
ame poniards wherewith they had ſtabbed the 
Emperor, Such a death (ſaith he) may all have 
ho ſo wickedly and diſloyally enterprize up- 
Dn the 4ives of Princes. For a man to attempt
